INTRODUCTION. 



It is more than a quarter of a century since I began to 
collect the material for this volume. As will be supposed, 
sometimes, many years have passed without adding a single 
item. 

I have brought together from town-records, histories, 
parish-records, geneaologies and grave-stones, such state- 
ments as contained the name. As I anticipated, many of 
these isolated facts have worked into the genealogical table, 
filling a gap or furnishing a connecting link. 

In 1859, just before leaving the United States for China, 
I visited the patriarch, and revolutionary soldier, Ralph 
Farnham of Acton, Maine. He was then 103 years old and 
his son John, more than eighty. He gave me considerable 
information which I had not been able to obtain before. 

When visiting the United States in 1883-4, Gorham 
N". Weymouth, Esq. of Hollis, Maine, whose mother was a 
Farnham, gave me extracts which he had made from the 
manuscript History of the Town of York by N. Gr. Marshall. 
I had always understood my ancestors went from Andover, 
Massachusetts, to Maine, but had never been able to trace the 
linOf However the information I got from Mr. Weymouth 
corroborated that given me by the patriarch Ralph and helped 
to establish beyond a doubt the long desired connection.

I have pablislied many historial statements where the 
name ojcars, hoping I may render some one else similar 
service to that which Mr. Weymouth has rendered me. 

The genealogical tables contain bat a small fraction of 
all the families, that should be given; and I believe with a 
little effort might be made out. 

I had supposed that Rilph who came over in the brig 
"James," in 1635 was the progenitor of all the Farn- 
hams, Farnams, Varnums etc. in the United States ; or at 
any rate of all the early generations. But from the statement 
made in the Rev. S. Danforth's Records of Dorchester ib 
seems there was a certain Henry Farnham living there as 
early as 1G58. 

Tbe Record is;— "1658 Dec. 11. At midnight yr hap- 
pened a great burning, the fire began in ye outside of Henry 
Farnham's workshop." 

Savage says he was a member of the Artillery Company 
in 1644, a freeman in lGi5 and thinks he went to Long Island 
and thence to Connecticut, and was certainly a deacon living 
in Killingsworth in 1666. He died Jan. 13, 1700 leaving 
an only son Peter. 

It would seem from the above, that this Henry Farnham 
who was old enough to be a member of the Ai'tillery Company 
ill 1644, could not have belonged to the family of Ralph wlio 
landed in Boston in 1635, though he may have been a cousin 
or brother. 

As mentioned elswhere, I have found the name spelled 
in a variety of ways; — Farnham (from the Old English fern 
hiine, fern home — ) Farnam, Farnum, Ffarnum : Varnham, 
Varnam and Varnura. Once I found it spelled Farman and 
persons of that name, as well as the Varnums may be a 
branch of our family. I wish that persons bearing these names 
would look into the matter and compare their genealogical 
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tables with those given in this volume; and if there is anj 
evidence that we are of the same lineage, send the informa- 
tion to be incorporated in the next edition. I trust that all 
who bear the name, in any of its many forms of spelling, 
will send me all the information within their reach, and if 
no more, their family record, that the next edition may contain 
every name down to the last-born child. Please give as far 
as possible dates and names of places. 

I feel that if I would do anything, to rescue these mem- 
ories from utter oblivion, it must be done quickly; therefore I 
hope all interested will forward at once whatever will help to 
complete the history of our widely extended family. 

It is possible that some will make contributions to help 
place the genealogy of the family in Public Libraries. Money 
for this purpose may be sent to Rjv. Luther Farnhara, 
Librarian of the Minister's Library Boston, Mass. and copies 
will be placed gratis in the Public? Libraries of all our large 
cities, as far as the means is provided. I am sure there are 
many who bear the name quite able and I believe possessing 
public spiiit enougli, to devote fifty or even one hundred 
dollars to such a purpose. 

I have some memoirs and shall be glad of others together 
with incidents and anecdotes.

I have thas far traced the genealogy of my own branch of 
the family from Ralph, 1 — 1, to the youngest child, of my 
youngest brother, Frank, 137 — 4, of the ninth generation. 

I have also given in their order, all I could learn of other 
branches of the family tree, having their origin nearer th© 
root than the one from which my father sprung. 

I now take up several lines which have sprung from bran- 
ches still higher on the family tree. 

They will be placed under distinct and separate heads, the 
numbers of the head of the family, refering to the preceding, 
showing to what part of the "tree" each branch belongs. 

It is but fair to say that these various branches have had 
their own way of spelling the name, as Farnham, Farnam, 
Farnum and Varnum. Nor is it altogether strange, for 
though I have always spelled my name Farnham yet I hav© 
frequently been called Varnum, even by friends and school- 
mates of my father, who must have known very well, how 
we spelled and pronounced oar name.

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CORRESPONDENCE. 



I insert the following letter from S. W. Jones, Esq., tliougli mainly 
only of local interest, to preserve on record Bomo old land 
marks in my native town. 

W. Lebanon, Me. January lOtJi 1873. 

D£AR Sir, 

** Yours of the 6th instant, is received, and I hasten to 
reply, so far, as my information extends. 

Your Grandfather, David Farnham, came to this town 
from York where his ancestors resided, and from whence, 
I think, all of the name who ever lived in Lebanon came. 

His father's name was Matthew. He was never a resident 
of this town. So far as I can learn, he died in York. He 
had a brother, whose name was Joseph, who was one of the 
first settlers of this town. The lot npon which he settled is 
the same where Seth Wentworth resided when you lived here. 
As you will reccollect, it was upon the ** old road " so-called, 
on the westerly side of the road, nearly opposite the house of 
Deacon Nathaniel Cljamberlain ; where the remains of his 
old cellar is now to be seen. He had a son, also named 
Joseph, who lived for a time near his father, on the same 
side of the road, perhaps a hundred roads Northwesterly from 
Lis fathers residence. This son Joseph Farnham Jnr. was 
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grown ta manbood at the time the town was incorporated in 
17G7. . He was the second Tfwn Cleric and was elected in 1765 
and held the office for nineteen years in succession. He and 
bis father were both among the most prominent men of the 
town, both often holding town offices at the same time. This 
Joseph Farnham Jun. did not reside long where he first 
settled, but purchased* the lot in our old neighborhood where 
Mrs. Remick lived and di«d, and where Mr. Hayes now lives. 
It was he who gave the land for the Burying Ground, where 
my, and your ancestors are now sleeping the long sleep of 
death. One of his children, a danghter, was the first person 
ever buried in that yard. He sold the place sometime about 
1790 and moved to Lancaster, N.H. His father so far as I 
can learn, died in this town on the place where he first 
settled, and was hurried in the old Burying Ground, at the 
old Meeting Honse, so called, a short distance southerly from 
where he lived. Your Grandfather, David Farnham, fii-st 
settled on the place where your father lived and died. 
Undoubtedly you have often seen the remains of the old 
cellar where he first built, on the hill southerly from the 
house where George now lives. Your Grandfather had a 
brother by the name of Benjamin, who was one of the first 
settlers of Lebanon, and lived near deacon John Moody, on the 
same place where Ephraim Jones lived and died. There was 
a Farnham by the name of Ralph who was one of the original 
proprietors of this town 5 He lived here only a short time, 
sold his land and moved to Shapleigh, now Acton. While 
living here he had a son born, whose name, I think, was 
also Ralph, who was a soldier in the Revolutionary army, 
and who died in Acton a few years ago, aged about 102 years. 
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What relation these two last named Famhamswero to your 
family, I am unable to tell. There was also a Paul Farnham 
among the first settlers of this town. He lived on the old 
road on the west side, a little below the place where Jamea 
B. Chamberlain now lives. He lived here only for a short 
time, but where he went I am nnable to learn. He was the 
father of that Benjamin Farnham who was the husband of 
Dorcas Farnham whose funeral you attended last summer at 
Joseph Farnald's ; whether any connextion of your family or 
not I cannot tell ; it is, however my opinion, that all of the 
name who were ever in this town were distantly related, and 
sprang from the old stock at York. I think it not at all 
improbable, that you might, b^^ searching the Town and 
Parish records of York, acertain many more facts in relation 
to your ancestors •

The Kev. ?. F. Farnham writing from St Louis says : — 

I believe this is the first time I ever Yeceived a com- 
munication from one of my own name out side of my own 
father's family. I have a friend in Owasso in this State 
who spells his name Farnum. He is Rev. W. L. Farnum, 
Pastor Bap. Church in Owasso. I hope your forth-coming 
history will show him to bo of the same family with us and 
it would be interesting to know just when and how Farnham 
came to be Farnum. 
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I fear you will receive little assistance in your work from 
our family. My father if living woald have been able to help 
yoa a good deal. 

He was in the habit once in a while of telling his family 
history and we have many times regreted that we did not 
take it down in writing.

Dear Sir, 

My cousin, James M. Varnum of New York, has sent me your 
correspondence regarding the similarily of our patronymics. 
We have both been making researches in the matter. His 
theory is that our name Varnum was originally Vem07i to 
which there is some plausibility from the fact that DraycottJ 
from which place our family emigrated in 1634 is near the 
seat of the Vernons. Still I incline to your theory as to sim- 
ilarity of name and the final eliding of the ** h." and the use 
of the labial V. or B. or F. 

I cannont find that the name was ever spelled by my 
ancestors differently than now. Others writing it from 
sound, have spelled it Tariously but of late years, since the 
showman P. T. has become so world renowned, I find every 
body naturally assuming his as the correct spelling. Yoa 
say your name is from " Fern-home." A bright friend of 
mine has a theory that the name is German or Saxon and 
comes from a tribe who settled in the British Isles before 
William the Conqueror, and he quotes history to support his 
theory. He says this tribe " Farni ** were very powerful but 
dwindled away in thfe Norman ascendency. It must have been 
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as badly depleted as the Janissaries of whom history states 
but one escaped, for I have never found many Farn-Varn- 
Bar-nnms in England. But I mainly write to ask if you have, 
since you wi'ote my consin, found any more clues. I have jusfc 
written Prof. Henry Farnham of Yale college, whom yon may 
know, thinking that he way have made some iuvestigatons. 
It is a singular conincidence that in Dracutt Mass. where my 
ancestors settled, there were also Farnhams, and I have had to 
be careful not to mix the names. Today, there is not one of 
that name.

Dbar Sir:— 

Your " Genealogy of the Famham Family/' ordered 
by me from yon in September, reached me December 6th, 
1886. I have examined it quite carefnlly, and am much inter- 
ested in it. Investigation discloses the fact that my ancestor 
Balph Famnm and wife Alice ''came from London, England, 
in 1635, bringing with them three children. Their children 
were Mary, Thomas, Balph, Sarah and John. John was 
bom in Andover, Mass., about 1640 ; married Bebecca Kent, 
daughter of Stephen of Newbury, November 12th, 1667. She 
died February 8th, 1728-9, aged 78. He died June 17th, 
1723, " in the 83rd year of his age." 

I have the complete record of my family from BaJph 
down to the present time, and I am the ninth generation 
from Balph, counting him as first. I have also obtained the 
complete record of the family of Hbnbt Fabnham, of Boxbury, 
mentioned at page 46 of your work, from 1645 to the present 
day. I will send you each of these if you wish. I am now 
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working upon some of the collateral branches of the familj, 
and give such time to the matter as mj duties will permit. 

There is no question in mj mind but that John, the son 
of Ralph, is the son of the Ralph with which you commence 
your record. I have no Ephraim in the family of Ealph, but 
have a John. The names aside from that correspond with 
yours and the dates of birth. Our Sarah was born at And- 
over, Mass., and married April 26th, 1658, George Abbott.

Farnum, of Woonsocket, R. T., who is a very intelligent, accu- 
rate man, who thinks you fell into an error in giving the name 
of Ephraim as a son of Ralph, and he is of the opinion you 
must have reached this conclusion from Benton's History of 
Concord.

Dear Sie : — 

I dulj received your " Qenealogy of the Famham Family," 
and in acoordance with your request in the preface ventur. 
to make the following suggestions and corrections. 

(1) I have always doubted whether there was any conneoe 
tion between our families despite the similarity of names, as I 
can trace nearly all of our own family since they came to 
America in 1634-5, and I see nothing in your pamphlet to 
alter my opinion and I think my cousin John Varnnm, whoBe 

letter you quote, has now come around to my view. 
None of the Yarnums have, ever since they came to America, 
spelt their names differently-— except that in certain records 
it is written Yarnam. The names, yours and mine, have 
naturally from their similarity become sometimes confounded 
in the records, &c., but where done I have in most cases been 
able at once to detect it. 

(2) Thus I long ago made up my mind that the Ralph 
Yarnum mentioned on page 52 was a Farnham or Farnam — 
which is entirely confirmed by your book. No such name 
appears in our family records of the time. 

(3) Phebe Yarnum, p. 46, was probably of our family-— and 
80 possibly was Rachel. 

il9) 
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(4) Geo. Varnnm, p. 48, was the ancestor of all our family 
in this country. 

(6) Wm, Vamum^ p. 50, is undoubtedly of our family, though 
I have not the full genealogy of that branch. 

(G) James Mitchell Farnham, p. 53, and Joseph Bradley 
F., p. 54, were not Farnhams at all, but Varnums. The latter 
was my great grand-father and the former his brother, and 
I have their portraits, papers, &c., &o., so you can rely on 
this as positively accurate. 

J. M. V. — (after whom I am named) graduated at Brown 
(not Harvard), never went to Kennebec, Maine, but to R. I. ; 
was a lawyer, a Brigadier General in the Continental Army, 
a member of the Continental Congress, and Judge of the 
North Western Territory. 

Joseph B. v., his brother, was Major General of Mass.; in 
Congress over twenty years — six years in U. S. Senate — one 
year Speaker and nearly two years President of the U. S. 
Senate. His son (my grand-father) and himself died on the 
same day, but the son had long been a resident of Washing- 
ton. 

(7) Martha Varnham, p. 65, I don't recognize. 

(8) The Vamums on p. 66 are of my family. 

(9) Our coat of arms and crest are entirely different. One 
formerly in the possession of General James M. Varnum, 
1773, shows the crest and coat of arms of a branch of the 
Varnum family. 

(10) Prof Henry Farnam of Yale College — not Farnham.

Your book ordered some months ago has been received. 
It contains a good deal of information, bat hardly reaches to 
my immediate family. 

I enclose a list of my family connections, starting with 
VI Samnel in your book : — 

My father, Bradford D., has long had an interest as well as 
myself in attempting to learn something of onr ancestry. 
My father has obtained the inclosed matter with other which 
he permits me to send yon, and I hope it will find a place in 
your f atare edition. I understand my father that some of the 
information yon already have was obtained indirectly from him 
(I think yon name yoar informer, which fixes the matter). ' 
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I want to say a word about mj father's mother — mothers 
70a know have mnoh to do with the character of the children* 
Mj Grandmother Farnham lost her first husband, Mr. Davis> 
through his being killed bj lightning. She had two small 
children at the time of his death. She was in straightened 
circumstances but was a devoted Christian woman and in- 
stilled into the hearts of all her children Bible principles. 
Her children hy her first husband, and living son of her, second 
are Christian men with Christian families. She died at a 
ripe age, happy in her Lord. I love to remember her pious 
life during my childhood and youth — she loved her' Bible 
and hoars of secret devotion and her hymns. The Lord's 
day was a holy day to her, and she taught its strict observance 
to her four boys, and cast a lasting inflaence upon her boy'0 
children. A part of one of the favorite hymns I used to hear 
her sing and wonder what it meant, was " Fly swift around, y« 
wheels of time, and bring the welcome day/' I have a little 
clock the ball of which swings around in a circle, having 
as all such clocks a rapid train of wheels moving constantly-— 
I prize the clock for it reminds me of the old hymn and the 
sainted Grandmother. 

Her son, Bradford D. Farnham, married in Woolwich, where 
his first two children were born. In 1857 he moved his 
family to the little village called Sabattus, Me., (in the towns 
of Webster, Green and Lewiston) and became a partner in 
trade with his half brother Isaac N. Davis. He remained there 
through the war and till 1871, when he moved again to Wool- 
wich, purchasing a house and land at what is called Sagada* 
hoc Ferry, where he now resides. 
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He, with bis quiet and amiable Gbrisiian wife, was among 
tbe leaders id cbnrcb and sandaj scbool life at Sabattns, and he 
bas filled honorable positions in town and government offices. 
In the winter of 1866 and '67 he was a member of the Maine 
legislature, representing the district including his village hame* 
His son Henry was sickly in boyhood and was thus deprived 
of other than a common school education. He was somewhat 
mechanical in his thinking, contriving numerous mechanical 
toys and models at an early age. 

. He learned the art of telegraphy in his father's store at the 
age of thirteen, where he also rendered assistance in the Post 
Office and store. 

From the age of 20 most of his time was devoted to tele'* 
gvaphy in several different offices, until the telephone was in- 
vented, when he naturally turned his attention to this field, it 
being attractive from a scientific point of view* In August, 
1879, he was detailed by the Western Union Telegraph Co. to 
the care of the infant telephone exchange in Portland, Me., 
where he remained, building up a thriving business with 800 
subscribers, till promoted in December, 1884, to the position 
of Electrician of the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
of the Go., with office in Boston and duties throughout the 
territory of the Company. 

^e has made numerous inventions in the telephone field, hav« 
ing taken out already five patents with several others, pending. 

Henry joined the Baptist Church of his parents while yet 
a youth. At Portland he was made clerk of the Free St. 
Baptist Church, which position he held during his stay of five 
years in that city:
